On a subsequent occasion, Lord Cochrane was returned 
on the same principles. Ile had been the victim of a minis. 
terial confederacy against his fortune and his honour, for 
his ready zeal in advocating the cause of the peopte, The 
bolt ef tyranny was even aimed athis life ;—but the electors 
of Westminster dashed it aside; and his cowardly and 
criminal assailants were doomed to the infamy of sceing him 
returned apon them, te deride theér idle efforts to crush his 
spirit of independence. There could be found no competi. 
tor with Lord Cochrane then in Westminster. Some 
timvrous individuals did indeed propose to desert tis cause. 
The ** stricken deer,” alarmed them. They looked around 
tofind a ** hart ungalled,’’ to bask inthe sunshine, and en. 
But the electors then had the resolu. 
tion, and the consistency to declare“ that Westminster 
‘ought éndégnantly to spurn at any specious attempt te 
*¢ mislead her; and to be particularly on her guard against 
“ politicians, who, on the eve of an election, for the first 
**fime start up constitutional reformers.’ ‘This was just, 
and noble :—and Lord Cochrane was re.elected without op. 
position. Those who then proposed that Mr. Brougham 
should walk over the ruin of Lord Cochrane, and pass by 
the lengthened services of Mejor Cartwright, agreed to sur. 
render their opposition and leave the justice of the clectors 
to determine upon the merits of the case. 

When Lord Cochrane expressed, sume months since, his 
iniention of resigning the representation of Westminster, 
every eye was fixed upon the Major as hissuccessor. ‘Shere 
appeared no other point on which honest consistency could 
fix. Westminster, long the scene of his labours, had now 
become the stage of his triumphs. That great basis of gene- 
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ral frecdem, “universal suffrage,’’ had beeaadopted by the 
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congregated electors, and carried into the Louse of Commons, 
by their representatives. indeed,

Lord Cochrane had not expressed 
his intention of retiring: and Sir Francis was not the parlia. 
mentary adwocate of universal sullrage, The declaration of 
Sir Francis upon that point, and the resignation of Lord 
Cochrane, put a new aspect or theface of allairs, To oppose 
Sir Francis, perhaps a chimerical desigi before, was ridi- 
culous after his last proceedings in the [House of Commons ; 
and Mr. Iunt, unwilling to relinquish what he had pledged 
himself to perform, was reduced to the necessity ofan ap. 
parent opposition to Major Cartwright, of whose intended 
proposition to the electors he must lave been aware, ‘Ther 
is nothing abstractedly wrong in this conduct. Mr. Bunt 
has an undoubted right to offer himself either in epposiiicn, 
or without reference to Major Cartwright or any other man, 
Buta judicious friend to the cause of radical reform, might 
have been well content to leave it in hands that have never 
yet deserted, or neglected it, for forty years.

I think T have discovered what makes the House 
of Commons so very, very bad, Before the people vote, 
they make them drunk if they can; and this is doubtless to 
prevent their knowing what they do; and when they are 
intoxicated, they make their legislators, and itis no wonder 
that they should make them sv infamously ill, Thou wilt 
say they cannot make all the people drunk. No, they can. 
not; and that may be the reason why they will notlet them 
ali vote. UL know not what will become of me, who am no 
great favourite of the sheriffs and the constables, and the 
peace oflicers who protect other folks. But I know what 
I would do, if L were minister, [ would abolish elections, 
I would have no such boisterous farce in my dominions. I 
would vote myself and my parliament perpetual, by the 
right which enacted the septennial bill; and when a vacancy 
Occurred, | would sell it to the best bidder. This is done 
now; but then the money does no good: itis only a temp- 
tation to debauchery and licentiousness, and | would appro- 
priate it in a better way. It should go into the treasury, 
aad the peo; le should only drink at their own expence. 
Niow wilt call this tyrannical, but it isnot a bit more ty- 
raabical than the present system, Why should one man be 
Cuabled to sell his soul, his conscience, and his country, for 
fie pounds, and another be obliged (9 keep them all, 





and to starve upon his virtue? This is not fair. But 
it would be very fair to oppress all—#f they would 
suffer tit—to rob all, tf they would suffer it, and 
take away every shadow of the freedom if ¢he people 
will suffer tt. LI would not encourage viec, at any 
rate, by partial suffragc; nor tempt a few poor 
devils to become the instruments of ruin to all the rest. 
Three-fourths, and more, have no liberty now; where 
would be the harm of taking away the shadow that apper. 
tains now to the small remainder,—a liberty of seven days 
in seven years, all which time of freedom they are incapa- 
citated for enjoying it?) It would be a charity to save their 
poor souls, and treat all the nation alike. Firtual repre. 
sentation for me! ‘That is the grand secret of happiness. 
What goodness for statesmen to represent people whom 
they do not know, whom they never saw, and for whom 
they care nothing! But to keep up appearances, I have 
devised a scheme of representation, for which I expect a 
peerage. It will satisfy all parties. ‘The fricnds of uni- 
versal suffrage will find it embrace their views :—those who 
prefer the householder plan will be accommodated ; those 
who like the present mode. will find it a fac-simile of its most 
favourite abuses ; and those who would have no ;lan at all, 
will have nothing to object to it. The friends of septennial, 
triennial, and annual parliaments will be gratificd; and 
virtual and actual representation will go hand in hand. All 
ranks of society will hail me as the renovator of the English 
constitution, and my name will be inscribed upon the base 
of a monument erected to virtuous union. IL see already in 
imagination, Canning writing my epitaph, and Sidmouth 
and Castlereagh weeping over my tomb. 

My plan is this. ‘To satisfy the advocates of Univer:al 
Suffrage, | propose to represent adl the people, men, wo- 
men, and children, sane or insane ; but to allay the fears of 
the moderate reformers, and the ministerialists, 1 propose 
that the members of the House of Commons shall be just 
what they are—so that the extension of suffrage, made to 
gratify the people, shall have no injurious effect upon the 
masters of the people, ‘To do this, L will not represent the 
public in déstricts, but in clesses ; and although they will all 
be actually as well as virtually represented, they need not 
vote atali! They need only goto the parish vestry, and 
enter themselves as what they are; their representative 
can be easily recognized, and his claims will be so super- 
eminent, that there never can arise any dispute, or necessity 
for an election. By elasses, [ mean moraé classes, not 
professional ones, ‘Fake for instance, the class of fools, 
Which is very large, and may be subdivided into minor 
classes, allof which will want their proper representative. 
The original class, may be considered as the counly class, 
and the minor classes, the city and boroush classes, &e, 
Thus for the class of fools im the gross, we shall waat feo 
substantial county members, who may be easily picked 
out of the present house. What say you to —-~— and

fools, and defend them against any impertinent attack of wit 
in ragged hose, or threadbare coat. ‘Then there are tlc

his heart to make (he general good, and true spirit of the constitution, 
the invariable ryle of his conduct, was pleased to say, ‘** Tv insure the 
full advatitage of a Government conducted onsuch principles depends 
on your temper, your wisdom, your disinterestedness, collectively and 


_individually,—my people expect those qualifications of you, and L call 


for them ;’’>-and again the speech delivered on the Hth May, 1764, in 
which his Majesty was pleased to say, ** You will find me always desir- 
ous to concur with you in such measures as may be of: lasting benefit to 
my pcyple-—I have no wish but to consult their prosperity ;’'+-and again 
the speech delivered on the 25:h January, 1785, in which kis Majesty 
was pleased to suy, ** You may at all dimes depend on ny hearty con- 
eurrence in every measure which can tend to alleviate our national bur- 
thens, to secure the true principles of the Constitution, and to promote 
the general welfare of wy people. 

25.—That this House taking also ito coniideration the gracious dis- 
posinen of His Royal dlighness the Prince Regent, assures itself with: 


the fullest confidence, that His Royal Highness, acting in the name and 


on the behalf of his Majesty, will be pleased to vouchsafe his sanction to 


allsuch meazures as may be necessary for placing the iufluence of his Ma- 


jesty’s People in this House ov adirm and unalterable footing. 

26.—That therefore this House proceeding on the principles above 
declared, is resolved to make one great sacrifice of all separate and 
particular ipterests, and to proceed to establish a comprehensive and 
consistent plan of reform; in virtue whereof, the whole people of the 
United Kingdom, may be fairly and truly represented in this House ; 
and, in order to that end, this House cues hereby declare :—

the election suffrage, all such persons as being of the male sex, of ma- 
ture age, and of sound mind, shal], during a determinate time anteced- 
ent to the day of election, have been resident either as householders or
